A Yes. 

Q And do you recall that on January 25th, 
2023, you informed defendant's counsel that you 
had to withdraw from serving as an expert in this 
case? 

A That I had to withdraw?

Q Were you aware that Donald Trump informed 
the Court ina letter that you would no longer be 
serving as an expert in this case in early 
February 2023? 

A No. 

Q Were you aware that Donald Trump retained 
the services of two other experts in this case? 

A No. 

Q Okay. Are you familiar with the names 

Tan Lamoureux and Dr. Jill Hayes? 
No. 

Q Are you hearing those names for the first 
time today? 

A I. think SO. 


Q Do you have any awareness at all about 


interactions with the Court with respect to your 


service as an expert in this matter? 


MR. DeOREO: Objection. 
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Dr. E. Nace - 3/15/23 
Q Did you understand that your expert report 
was originally due on January 30th, 2023? 
A I don't think so, because no one demanded 
that. So I didn't <= 


Q So when you testified previously that you 


expected to be able to meet the deadlines that the 


Court had set for this case, you were unaware that 
the Court had set a January 30th, 2023, deadline 
for your expert report? 

A I don't remember that being a deadline. 
Maybe it was posed to me. I'm not sure. And I 
don't recall whether I said, "Okay, fine," or -- 
but I -- certainly something happened and I didn't 
get materials or I didn't hear from anybody for a 
while. 

Q And did there come a time after 
January 9th, 2023 -- and I'm sorry to have to ask 
about this -- that your wife's health condition 
changed your capacity to complete your expert work 
in this case? 

A No. 

Q Have there any -- been any changes to your 
wife's health condition since January 9th, 2023? 


A Since when? 
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Dr. E. Nace - 3/15/23 

Q January 9th, 2023. 

A I'd say things are stable. I mean, 
there's always little ups and downs along the way. 

Q And can you tell me what -- what condition 
your wife is currently treating or dealing with? 

A End-stage renal disease. 

Q And between January 9th and the time you 
submitted your report, were you ever -- did you 
ever stop working on this case for a period of 
time? 

A I started working on the case when 
materials arrived for me to look at. 

Q And you testified that was in -- sometime 
in early February 2023? 

A As best I recall. I have billing records 
that would specify a date that I reviewed 


something. I don't have them here, but my 


guess -- best guess is it must have been somewhere 


in February. 

I mean, I could be wrong. Maybe I got 
records in January. I just don't recall when they 
arrived. 

Q Do you recall the total amount of time, in 


terms of days or weeks, that you spent doing your

she had experienced on January 17th? 
MR. DeOREO: Objection; misstates 
the letter. 
MR. CRAIG: I'm not misstating the 
letter.

Q So on January 17th, your wife had a 
SUrgGery; COLrrect?
